The Mirror Extraordinary of Monday 
se’nright, gave an account of the disaster that 
had forced the [lonorable Cofnpany’s. home.

encoriiitered (he gale on the night of the 25th 
April, and haviag lost all her masts, if was 
jädged éxpedient to return for repair to Boms 
bay, where she arrived ón the 5th current. 
The more particular äctount of the gale, 
received from the Sir Godfrey Webster; 
affords no reason to lessen the hope, that the 
main body of the fleet had experienged the 
gale in a less violent degree than eithèr of the 
two ships, whose report is received. It ap 
pears, that the Ann and Sér Goilfrey Webs 
ster, had separated from their consorts ou thé 
22d April; that these two.ships were in coû- 
pauy, standing precisely on the same course, 
in the evening immediately preceding the gale ; 
and although not in sight of each other next 
morning, they must necessârily have beën bút 
afew miles distant; while the Bucephalus 
frigate aud the ships under her convoy; were 
calculated to be from 20 to 25 leagues to the 
northward of the point, in which the dun 
and Sir Godfrey Webster met the hurricane. 
Our letters from Bombay mtention, that the 
Sir Godfrey Webster was left at the conclu- 
sion of the gale; without a mast standing» 
Her foremast was carriel away about a couple 
of fathoms above the deek ; the main aud mia 
zo masts gate way a few feet higher. Not 
a man on board was hurt; and very little, if 
any part of the cargo, materialby damaged. = 
She was expected to be ready to sail from 
Bombay about the 12th or 15th of next montha 
The annexed extracts, from the leg-book of 
the Sir Godfrey Webster, copied from the 
Bombay Gazette of the 9th current; may

Feaching to the thorax ; a stab under the left 
bevast, and a deep cut penetrating into the ca. 
vity of the abdomen, and theleft arm cut to 
the bone in two or more places; he probably 


féceived these latter „wounds. in attempéing- 


tu protect his head, from the blows of the 
assassins. Itis supposed that the deceased, 
Who was a strong active yotng man, had 
heen attâckeéd by three or four assailants; 
for itis probable thât he would have made a 
Bücessful resistanee had there been but one:

Robbery at the Post Office Yesterday 
Mr. Nares, the Sitting Magistrate, was 
occupied nearly the whole ot the day in 
investigating several charges of a compli. 
cated nature of robberies at the General 
Post Office, ‘The substance of the circum- 
stances is as follows. 

For some time complaints have been 
made at the Post-office of letters, contain» 
ing bills of exchange, country notes, and 
Bank of Eagland notes, being lost, and 
also that notes had been taken out. Every 
assistance was given to the parties com- 
plaining by the agents for the Post-oflice, 
but no trace could be made ofthe stolen 
property. Several persons in tie Poste 
oftice were suspected, but the ground of 
suspicion was net sufficiently strong to 
take them into custody. Atlength some 
Bank of England notes that had been paid 
for some country bank notes which had 
been stolen were traced to Wm. Griffiths, 
the beadie and chapel-clerk of Bridewelt 
Hospital; and although he was considered 


_&respectäble man, yct not giving a satis- 


actery äccount as to how he became pos- 
sessed of them, he was taken into custody 
on the Zist inst. ‘Phe account he gave of 
the notes wis, that he received them from 
his wife, whom he did not cohabit with, 
It being learnt that she resided in Parke 
place, Kennington, early the following 
morning Vickery went to the house de- 
scribed ; he was answered b dd 
vant, who said her mistress was at homes 
but notup. Vickery went to her bed. 
room, and found her and a man asleep in 
bed together, a dog in bed, with them, and 
two dogs on the pillows asleep also; the 
otlicer soon awoke the whole tribe, when a 
very uucommon sene was presented: the 
dogs barked violently and flew at Vickery, 
Mrs. ritäths went into fits, but the officer 
having some of the patrole at hand soon 
secured. her and her gallant, He after- 
wards proceeded to search the premises, 
and in the bedsroom where they were, he 
found a number of Bank of England notes. 
He secured bis prisoners, and yesterday 
was the day appointed for a full investiga- 
tion.

“William Grifiths, the husband, being 
admitted an evidence for the Crown, his 
deposition was read over, from which it 
appeared, that he aud his wife had sepa- 
rated in October, 1811, by nrutual consent. 
For some time past.she’had applied to 
him to get bills and notes changed for her. 
On the morning of Saturduy the 28th of 
November last, she caîled ‘on him, and 
âsked him to get her some country notes 
changed ; he replied, that he wished all the 
notes were at the dl, However, on her 
pressing ‘him,and his examining rem, 
and finding they were Worcester and 
Kvesham banknotes, and as he had got a 
Newbury note to get changed, and bad to 
go into the city, he agreed to get them 
changed, which he did, bat not all on the 
same day. He took the Bank of England 
uotes he had received for the country notes 
to his wife, at ber house in Park-placc; 
but was not positive that they were the 
identical notes he had received for the 
€ountry notes, as he had mixed them with 
the notes he had got in exchange for the 
Newbury notes. He denied receiving any 
part of thé notes, or in any way partiet- 
pating in the amount, for his trouble, ex“ 
‘cept that he did not pay his wife so much 


as a separate maintenance, since ‘he had:
